I found  a few  boring  logs  for  the  OU2  DRMO  wells  in  a 2003  OU2  Annual  report  but  AP-8916 
is  the  only  well  log  that  is  also  listed  in  the  report.  EPA  doesn’t  officially  maintain  the  admin 
record  for  this  site,  and  my  predecessors  were  not  great  at  keeping  a good  physical  copy  here  in 
Anchorage.  There  may  be  records  in  Seattle,  but  they  might  as  well  be  in  Virginia  given  the 
distance. 


This  area  is  heavily  influenced  by  glaciation,  so  the  substrate  is  extremely  heterogeneous  and 
layered  gravel  and  silts.  The  hydraulic  conductivity  rates  are  high  also  (dilution  is  the  solution  to 
pollution)  and  depth  to  groundwater  is  shallow  (<25  ft  around  most  of  the  base) 

See  the  attached  file  for  the  scant  well  logs  I found.  I am  contacting  the  Army  contractor  to  see 
if  they  can  electronically  provide  the  well  logs  for  the  wells  with  the  AP-100**  designations
